High Prices Explained 

H. E. Wellman, extension

He said 
that the decrease in the shipments 
from Florida, because of hurri- 
canes, winds, and other disasters, 
was partially responsible for the 
high prices. -Another reason was 
the increase in demand, stimuiat- 
ed by advertising. With produc- 
tion increasing very rapidly, he 
does not see how the present high 
prices of navel oranges can be 
maintained, for it will be almost 
impossible to increase the demand 
to keep pace with production. \ 

At the morning session, Dr. W. 
P. Kelly of the citrus experiment 
station, spoke of the use of sul- 
phur. “Our experiments with sul- 
phur have shown no‘ benefit to the 
trees. Sulphur is merely an 
amendment to the soil, and can in 
no way take the place of plant 
foods, which we agree, consist of 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, potash 
and organic matter,” he said. 

“We have found that sulphur fa- 
cilitates the lateral movement of 
water. We know that sulphur, in 
our alkaliné soil, deflocculates it, 
making water penetration easier. 
However, our experiments have not 
shown that sulphur increases the 
penetration of water down into 
the soil.”

In conclusion, he cautioned the 
growers, “not to tamper with new 
methods if their present ones are 
satisfactory.”
